' ae 
REV, JOHN: FOSTER AT THE. 


. UNION CHURCH 


Preaching on the parable oft the 
man who stnyed at nome, the Rev. 
John Foster at the Union Church yes- 
terday morning took as the text for 
his sermon Luke XV; 20, 31, “Lo, 
these many ycars do 1 nerve thee 
ceeeeals “Child! Ho anid: 

We are all in the habit of napplaud- 
ing most generovaly the condenina- 
tlon of other pecple's sins. I heard 
of n minister. who was preaching 
ngainst self-rightcourness. He twok. 
hia text from the parnble about sccing 
the mote in your ‘brother's cye and 
not considering the beam in your own, 
In the veatry aflerwards one of the 
pillars of the church expressed ls 
appreciation: “That was et splendid 
sermon, Sit.’ Just the sort of home- 
truth that Brothur Senndso needs to 
be told.” 

You and I believe that men can be, 
and need to be, weeborn.....- Other 
men. The heathen need« to be con- 
verted. The flagrant sinner needs to 
be reforined. In short, “Yo must be 
born agnin” fe just the sort of home- 
trith Brother Sonttne needs’ to he 
told; . 

The anme was truc in our Lori's 
ministry, The fifteenth chapter of 
St. Luke’s Gospel begins by telling 
‘ua that the Pharisees and the scribes 
murmured saying “This man receiveth 
siuners.” They were used to the quict 
company of respectable worshippers 
at the synagogue listening: to their 
own orderly instruction about the 
Law. Hlere they found Jesus ins the 
marketplace with on godless rabble 
hanging on Jlis words. Men whose 
fe was merely oo recramble for ill 
gotten gain had left thelr counters to 
Histen, Women had crept out of the 
Vaek door of brothels, ‘All the pub- 
Jicans and the sinners were drawing 
near unto Him for te hear Hin” 
This group ef ore able. citizens 
stood on the fring. of the crowd, lis- 
tenbug but apart, 

Their firat thane St bad been that 
it waeon strange ocrewds “Ele ree 
eeiveth dinners” s they Hetened 
their thoaght ct drole the 
right erowe, St wae sinners, not res 
spectalle folk like themselves that this 
Prophet ourht to receive, Vor Hie 
mepsaure wane about the dort, the fallen, 
the prodbestl med whe, but) such 
shonkl heart 


The Parables 

Let ous join them on the fimge of 
the crowd. The most regular church 
goers have the habit of sitting at the 
hack, And here dn the oarkutplace 
we should find our: clves most natural. 
iy with them. Bor they’ were the 
tesgular, respectable, religious sectlou 
ot His hearera: 

Aoman hada hundred sheep, One 
got dost... Ao tax-atherer leans 
forward to Haten, We ato the back 
watch him and nod, “Lost. so he is,” 

“A woman had ten silver coins.” A 
givl at the front looks up. She tuo 
has ornmnents in her hair. “One fell 
down.” We at the back take note 
and murnour, “Fallen, yes she is." 

“A certain man had two sons... 
One took his journey into a for coun- 


try, and there he wasted hix substance’ 


with riotous diving.” Man and girl 
are listening now. He is almost start- 
ing to his teet when he hears of the 
prodigal's resolv s. There are tears in 
the girl's eyes as He tells how the 
Father ran to weleeme the wanderer’: 
return. We at the back are moved 
tee: A far country! Riotous living! 
Yex, and some one's heart is breaking. 

But our Lord goes on: "There wns 
another son, the elder one. He did 
not go to a far country; he was in 
the field. He came and drew nigh to 
the howacs ae did not draw very near 
to the Father. de heard musfe and 
dancing but honiecoming hnrd never 
fitied his heart with joy.” We at the 
hack are silenced. No longer are we 
spectators, no longer complacent as 
‘we watch mnother'a smart. The man 
who did not wander away has fallen 
short. We must lixten to that fourth 
story, which ts crown and climax of 
the other three, the Parablo of the 
Man who Stayed at Home. 


Point May Be Missed 

This point about these most fami- 
liar parables is ensily missed. Ac- 
cording to St. Luke our Lord told 
them, the Lost Sheep, tho Lost Coin, 
the Prodigal Son, with an occastonal 
glance at the murmuring group at the 
buck. He was first justifying to these 
respectable folk His preoccupation 
with "the lost.” Don't they need 
But finally Ho must ‘have 
fixed His gaze full on them: | “Now 
his eldey son wns in the field.” That 
is youl Publicars and — sinners, 
money-grabbers and libertines, 
abound, Your busincas life knows no 
shady ways, your little pleasures are 
no path of dalliance. You have not 
sold your birthright of respectability, 
You ure guilty of nothing which no- 
ciety condemns. There ts even little 
of which your own heart condemns 
you. But His gaze is fixed on you, 
the man who stays-at home. 

We may not feel comfortable 
standing: eo near the Phariser. We 
may think His puze does not include 
ourselves. Pharisees in our ¢ommon 
Usaye hax come ‘to mean hypocrite. 
But they were not all, nor altogether, 
hypocrites... They — represented — the 
most_real nnd living part of Judaism 
In our Lord’s day.” We think of them 
as. the sect whoxe Jeaders opposed 
Him and worked for His undoing. 
But this s2:t tuo was the bnek- 
ground of His evn upbringing: His 
parents, His friends, those from whom 
he chose His folluwers, belonged to 
this tradition ond regarded the 
Pharisees as their lenders in public 
life. - We recall the terrible denuncin- 


‘| lions which cams from His lips, “Woe 


unto: you, Pharisees!” But He had 
gentler words to say. Tho rich young 
ruler, whom at first glanco He loved, 
was from these same leaders. 
Nicodemus was another. + There were 
many among them who were not for 


from the Kingdom of God. With re- 
gard to His most severe reproofs wo 
need to remember that a schoolmaster |- 


is most strict towards the boys of 
his own form; a parent expects most 
from his own children. If it is. Mrs. 
Home Ilttle boy. wie hen forgotten 
his manpors you say, oll, what 

you expec? Bre. Blank’s "boy “ta 
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only a poer Mttlo ordinary child with 
none of tho advantuges of belonging 
to your family. And in the New 
Testament as well.as the Old it f 
true that “Whom the Lord loveth He 
chastencth.” 


Do We Stang There? 


Am I not right In saying that we 
should: stand among em? These 
were-the people of whom He expected 
most. .Think of the start in life you 
yourself have, had. Do you stand 
thera? These were the respectable 
people ns contrasted with the sinners, 
the religious people ag compared with 
the worldly and materialist Sadducees. 
Do -you.stnnd there? Truc, these 
were the people whorae religion did 
not. rise to the occgsion; but 1am not 
Jaure yours will, We had better pro- 
coed, ; eee 

Wo are not warcring, lust, pro- 
digal. What in wrong with respect- 
ablo us who stay at home? 

_ Now the point of this story lies in 
tae sharpness of its contrasts, And 
these are especially stgnificant in that 
final exchange of words between the 
Father and his elder son: “Lo, these 
many yenra do [ rerve Thee, and I 
never transgrenascil 9 commandment of 
thine; and yet thou never gavert me 
...But when this thy ron ename...." 
Child, thou art ever with me, and 
all that ia mine in thine. But,..... 
this thy brother....” If you miss the 
word-by-word contrast of these two 
specches you may think that the 
Father in merely Sustifying himself 
or smoothing down his son's ruffled 
feclings, He is doing more than 
that: He ts, by a dellente and de- 
tailed correction of his every phrase, 
pointing out the change that 
must come, not in his words alone, 
but in his heart. If this is a men- 
sure of the change our Lord requires 
of US, the words are worth a detailed 
atudy, Let me repeat them, net con- 
currently this time but with the Father 
interrupting to correct each phrase: 
“Lo, these many yenrs do I serve 
thee.”—-“Child!” “And [ never trans- 
greased a commandment... ."—~"Thou 
art ever with me!” 

“And yet thou never 
oi "—All that is mine 
“But when this thy son. . 
thy brother," 

Mensure of Change 

What mesange did you expeet, when 
that reproving guze rested on you? 
You think of your service for Him, 
your obedience to Him, and then you 
recall the blessings received at His 
hands, You-know on which side the 
shortcoming lies. So in this story of 
one who said “Long service, absolute 
obedience, no presents,” one might 
expect the retort, “You lie: you have 
not served enough; you have not kept 
every commandment; you have res 
ceived more than you deserve." But 
no: He protests agninst the iden of 
your being s servant—"Child.” He 
sweeps awny all thought of com- 
maondments-—"You .and f stand toe 
gether.” He seorns the conception of 
this reward and that—"It's all yours, 
all there is!” That is the measure of 
the change. We shall during these 
next few talks continue to explore its 
meaning for ourselves. Here we can 
do Httle beyond the first word, 
“Child!” 

Tho Father does not begin by men: 
suring the nmount of service, how 
many years, how many fields, -how 
many furrows, and are they strnight. 
His care ts for something deeper than 
that. The Father does not hlnme you 
for lack of effort hut for Inck of mo- 
tive. It is not that you don’t do 
enough—you don’t love enough. You 
have been brought up to believe 
vaguely in the Fatherhood of God 
ever since your mother taught you to 
sny “Our Father.” But is that the 
nll-determining fector in your life? 
Have you yet ventured on such in- 
timacy in religion? 

You may nét realise how insuMfci- 
ent and even un-Christian ts the mo- 
tive behind your Innecent,  stay-nt- 
home life. EF heard of one man who, 
when asked how he imagined God, 
anid “I think of one huge eye." Wie 
didn’t know where he’d got. the iden. 
T did: from the atrocious things they 
used to paint on the, walls of Sunday 
Schoals, “Thou God seest me,” and 
indernenth the text a picture which 
would have made t good — occulist’s 
sign but made a bad Sunday Schoo! 
lesson: the eye of the  taskmaster, 
"These manv vears I am slaving for 
Thee’ —"Child!" : 

: Profit and Loxs 

One of the most prevalent~ (and 
Jenst Christian) religioux Ideas fx of 
u heavenly profit and loss account 
where most men have debit balance 
and for which there will he a day of 
reckoning. This ccmes from o vision 
in the Book df tie Revelation, “Books 
were opened....and the dend were 
judged put of the things which were 
written in the books.” It could never 
be Christian to make the centro of 
one's religion this heavenly account- 
ant instead of the Heavenly Father. 
Notice thut the writer of the Revela- 
tion adds, “Ancther book was opened,” 
{the account book doesn't apply, to the 
fumily), “which is the book of life.” 
That is not nn account book but a 
ragister of births! Religion js not a 
matter of subtraction so much «bad 
from so mutch good and: writing up 
tha balance: Are you, or are you not 
Hita child? 7 

Perbans I may seem to be ex- 
argerating the tmpertance of this one 
word “Child”. Our Lord — elsewhere 
hax much to say of servania,—ser- 
vants watching: for thelr Lord, 
stewards being good and faithful, or 
wicked and slothful, servants. Our 
Lordlike! all good teachers, changes 
the picture ‘according to the *Jesson. 
But that which hn« always been the 
most distinctive Christinn picture is 
Father and chill. When He gets to 
His deepest lessons He begins “No 
more do I call you ‘servants.” St. 
Paul in almost -évery epistlo calls 
himself the servant, the | slave, of 
Jesus Christ. But ask him to ox- 
nlain his cantivitv: "I was anpre- 
hended—I was captivated—by Christ 
Joaus.” “The love of Christ cons- 
tralneth—has vot hold of—me." And 
St. Paul's is that triumphant word, 

“Ve received not the spirit: of 
dondago again unto fear; but ye 
received the spirit of adoption... 

We are chlittrnn of God: and tf chil- 

dren then heirs, heirs of God and 

iotnt helen with Chrint.’ - 

The prayers of the Church use the

SHE NEVER LOSES

Washington, Aug. 20. 

Japan will be the ultimate 
beneficiary of the European 
diplomatie imbroglio over 
Abyssinia, some internntion- 
al authorities here believe. 

“Japan always wins,” has 
‘become almost an axiom 
among diplomats who have 
observed her remarkable 
ability to derive indirect 
advantage from all vexed 
international situations. 

Thtough the world war, 
Japan made incredible gains in 
territory and power and became 
‘supreme in the western Pacific; 
while the world was “opiated” 
by depression, Japan established 
gn ounrefuted heyemony — in!

BRITISH SHIPPING 
OUTLOOK 


Whilst it is apparent that 
Britain is, in the realm of trade 
and industry generally, weather- 
ing the depression far better 
than other nations, there are not 
wanting: indications that ship- 
ping is still in’ a bad way, 
despite the creeent grant of 
an experimental subsidy. The 
more the position is analysed, 
the clearer does it) become 
that the first ussential — to 
recovery is a substantial revival 
in world trade. Stability of 
exchanges and the removal or 
lowering of trade barriers are 
also nevded if British‘shipping is 
to regain its former prosperity. 
Without question, that pros-_ 
perity was built upon the un- 
restricted exchange of natural 
and manufactured products be- 
tween all countries. Britain's 
biggest customers were crippled 
financially and industrially — by 
the Great War, and sinee then 
every country has resorted to 
artificial devices to revive or 
sustain ~ its industries. There 
has been much less to carry be- 
tween the countries, and sub- 
sidies and preferences have led 
to foreign shippers taking an in- 
creasing share of the available 
freightage. Britain has now 
heen compelled to give the in- 
dustry financial help, but this, at 
best, is “meagre and uncertain, 
The defensive subsidy of two 
million sterling has been granted 
for one year only, and there is 
no guarantee if it will’ be con- 
tinued, especially in the event of 
a change of Government, Sub- 
sidies, in any event, are apt to 
he pernicious in their : effects, 
whilst world trade needs to be 
freed of the crippling results of 
restrictions as to the nationality 
of ships in which goods are car- 
ried... There are greater issues 
involved in the present plight of 
shipping than the return of 
dividends to shareholders, and 
none greater than that of . the 
very existence of Britain in time 
of war. Practically every’ day, 
the British Isles import. about 
60,000 tons of foodstuffs and 
about 60,000 tons of materials,. 
these quantities being beyond 
the present capacity. -of, the 
country’s shipping, which is 
being depleted further by foreed 
sales to foreign interests, and 
algo by brenking up. Circum- 


Jstances have impelled Britain to 
‘{adopt tariffs and also to grant 


some financial aid to shipping, 
not out of a belief in the inherent 
value of such measures, but be- 
cuuse in existing circumstances 
no other option is left. But it is 
becoming increasingly clear that 
salvation will only come when 
artificial measures are cast aside, 
and this can .only be done by 
eventual international agree- 
ment.

PLANNED ECONOMY 


Some politicians secking seals 
in Parliament at the coming Cana- 
dian Federal election say that the 


jonly hope for the Dominion Js the 


establishment of a “planned econ- 
omy,” says « Canadian contempor- 
ary. They .cnunciate a curious 
doctrine which will, no doubt, be 
obediently accepted as gospel -by. 
the adherents of their cult. The 
doctrine Is couched in the follow- 
ing language: “Genuine liberty 
for tho masses of people, is im- 
possible svithout economic equal- 
ity." There is an ex cathedra alr 
of infallibility In this statement 
of political falth which invites 
consideration, In a sparsely set- 
tled -pioncering community’ in 
which the Inhabitants can with 
severe Inabour'secure only the hare 
necessitica of life, each houschold 
presents un example of a “planned 
economy” on a small scale, Food 
and clothing are apportioned out 
to tho several members’ of the 
family according to the wisdom ‘of 
the house-mother. ‘The oversight 
of thé outdoor workers is the duly 
of the male parent. The activities 
of the household in production, on 
the side of “supply, to use the 
term in the technical sense, are 
planned and organised in strict 
accordance with the actual “de- 
mand,” that is, what the family 
needs and consumes, In this in- 
stance it is a condition of scarcity 
which imperiously: calls for econ- 
omic planning. In ‘any condition 


HE questions that have arisen 

‘between Italy and Abyssinia 
recall the fact that in the carly 
part of Inst century none of the 
officials at the Brltinh Foreign OMico 
could translate a dispatch In the 
Abysainian language. 
the task was assigned to Alexander 
Murray, who had been reared a 
shepherd boy in the wilds of Gatlo- 
way, and Was then minister of Urr, 
in the Stewartry, 

Murray was born at Dunkitterick, 
near the Burn of Palnure, in a glen 
then without) ahy road = and 
traversed by no strangers save 
smugglers. It is midway between 
Newton Stewart and New Galloway, 
and a road now passes close by the 
ruins of Murray's cottage and 
crosses the Dee at Clatteringshaws, 

Murray was born when his father 
wus in hia seventicth year, and his 
henlth waa never robuat, so that 
hin attendance at school was short 
and irregulir. His father taught 
him the alphabet by drawing the 
letters on the board of an old wool 
card with the black end of a 
henther birn phicked from the fire, 
He soon Jearned all the alphabet, 
and became writer as well aa reader, 
In a short time he waa able to read 
the Catechtam, the New Testament, 
and the Bible, and he astonished 
the neighbours by repeating large 
passiyres of Scripture before he was 
cight years.of age. Two or three 
years afterwards he got on loan 
almon's Geographical Grammar,”

and afterwards preserved os the 
sacred written language, and Am- 
haric, which was spoken in the 
principal province of Amhara, and 
displaced Geez and became tho 
oficial languago of Abyssinia, 

“When Archibald Constable, of 
Edinburgh, arranged for a new edi- 
tion of “Bruce's Travels to Abys- 
sinta,” the task of cditing was as- 
sizned to Murray, who was then the 
only individual in Britdin, or per- 
haps in Europe, qualified to do 
justice to. such a work. Ie spent 
several months at Kinaird House, 
where he had the greatest difficulty 
in getting access to letters und 
papers, which James Bruce, the 
traveller's son, thought of little im- 
portance, but which contained moat 
valuable information. The work 
was published In 1805, and brought 
Murray great fame. In 1806 he 
was appointed Minister of Urr, in 
the Stewartry, and there, while 
\faithfully fulfilling his ministerial 
duthes, he continued hia philological 
studies with undiminished’ zeal. 
The Abyssinian dispatch came ta 
the British Foreign Office in 1811, 
but nobody there was able to trans- 
j late it. Ullimately it was sent to 
Murray with the request that he 
would furnish a translation. This

NO FREEDOM 


Economic planning: by a power- 
Yul central authority can do some- 
thing toavards securing yreater 
production, as long as the condi- 
lion of scarcity continues, When 
that condition ia Kkuecceded by 4 
condition of plenty, the muaster- 
planners find'their occupation gone 
and their place taken ‘by a force 
far more powerful-and convineing 
than themselves. In an era of 
plenty, in a well-supplied market, 
the buyer can exercise choice, and 
does so in a manner all his own, 
accordinge to a taste and fancy 
quite unpredictable by any central 
committee oof “planners.” In 
“good” times the producer needs 
ou other incentive than the de- 
mand of the buyer, and this netual 
demand would certainly and effec- 
tively override the theoretical 
arithmetic of the master-planners, 
It would continue to operate in 
this way unless the master-plan- 
ners were able to persuade or com- 
pel the buyer to necept and get 
atong with those commodities 
which the planters in their wis- 
dom instructed the producer to 
make or grow, and all at a fixed 
price. In’ such a system there is 
no choice left to buyer or producer, 
Neither is free to produce or to 
buy what he likes.

WHERE 1S EQUALITY ?_ 


“What kind of equality do the 
producers and consumers in such 
an “economy” possess? Perhaps 
by stretching the meaning of 
words itt might be called an “econ- 
omic equality.” The inhabitants 
have secured this kind of equality 
by means of a simple expedient, 
nanely, -by relinquishing their 
freedom of action in the matter of 
producing and consuming. In 
these ‘ mattera they take their 
orders from the master-planners. 
They produce this “economic 
equality” ata price and the price 
is their freedom or liberty of 
action, There seoms to be no 
escape from the conclusion that 
economic equality of the kind 
mentioned can be obtained by the 
people only at the cost of liberty. 
Nevertheless, certain politicians 
believe that “the Canadian people 
must alm at nothing Jess than the 
establishment of a planned and 
socialized economic order,” and 
affirm with all emphasis that 
“Genuine liberty for the masses of 
people is impossible without 
economic equality.” These high- 
sounding words about lberty and 
equality du not make sense. The 
dictum ahould be amended to read 
that if the masses of the people 
to be reduced to ao dead 
level of. “economic equality” they 
must ‘be prepared to relinquish 
genuine liberty. The Limerick 
about the Lady and the. Tiger, 
properly interpreted, identifies the 
Lady, with Freedom, or Liberty, 
and the Tiger with the “Economic 
Equality” of Socialism:
